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UNEEDA KING ALCARTRA 
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The Annual Meetings of Our National Ass’n 


By W. HUGH JONES 


T is said of civic forms of government 

that the people are governed just 

about as well as they deserve to be. 
This is quite generally recognized as 
true. I believe the same thing is true of 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. Judging from the great progress 
of the Holstein breed and also of the 
Association for the past twenty years or 
more, we would be inclined to say that 
its government or as we say its manage- 
ment had been very good. It is doubtful 
if anyone would dispute this conclusion; 
but it seems from the records of past 
meetings, and developments at the last 
annual meeting serve to strongly confirm 
the farther conclusion that the members 
of the Association are not quite awake 
to conditions as they actually are. Con- 
centrated control is written on the face 
of all the records as far as can be seen 
by looking over the recorded proxy vote. 

There may be honest differences of 
opinion as to whether certain amend- 
ments to the constitution should pass 
and also as to whether certain men 
should be elected to office; but it seems 
that there should be no doubt in the mind 
of any one that it is not for the best 
interests of the Association for the con- 
trol of the meetings to be in the hands 





of a less number of men than there are 
fingers on a man’s hand. These men may 
always act for what they think is the best interests of the 
breed (sometimes they might not), but the very least that 
can be said in censure of such a condition is that it does 
not show a healthy interest in the affairs of the Associa- 
tion. It may be said that a large proxy vote and even that 
under certain conditions a large number of proxies being 
held by one or two persons denotes a great amount of 
interest on the part of the members. This may all be 
true, but it is only a temporary interest that allows such 
concentration of power. The weak condition of most of 
the local Holstein clubs shows that permanent interest, 
the kind that lasts from one year’s end to another and 
year after year is lacking in large degree in a majority of 
the members. It surely is the only kind of interest that 
does the breed much good. 

I want it understood in this discussion that. I know 
nothing of the politics of the Association prior to the year 
1918 and but little during 1918. I believe this fact makes 
me more able to treat the subject fairly although, perhaps 
some of the things that are found in the records of the 
Meetings could be fully understood and better treated had 
I been more on the inside of its politicallife.

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The record is followed no farther in this table as from 
1907 back to 1897 the proxy vote was more widely scat- 
tered. In 1897 the by-laws were changed so as to require 
100 members to constitute a quorum. Before that date, one- 
third of the total membership was required and it was 
thought necessary to solicit proxies in order to get a 
quorum at the meetings. After this change was made, there 
seems to have been only a very slight decrease in the 
proportion of proxies given, but the control of the meetings 
was much less concentrated for a number of years. This 
was probably due to less soliciting of proxies during these 
years. 

In a close analysis it will be seen that control in late 
years could have been even more concentrated than the 
table shows by certain persons holding the balance of 
power and also by the failure of some of those holding 
proxies to vote them. An illustration of the first case is 
shown in 1908. In that year John B. Marcou nominated 
J. N. Conyngham for director and C. W. Wood seconded the 
nomination. hese two men with W. J. Gillett held the 
majority of voting power. Mr. Gillett, however, seconded 
the nomination of A. A. Cortelyou in opposition. In this 
contest Mr. Conyngham was elected over the very popular 
and useful Mr. Cortelyou and Mr. Marcou and Mr. Wood 
prevailed through the fact that they held the balance of 
power. 

The best illustration of people holding proxies failing 
to vote is shown by the record of 1987, a year not in the 
table. In that year 93 votes were necessary for control. In 
the only contest that year, 10 votes were cast in favor of 
the proposition to reduce the registry fee for all animals 
over one year old to the same as that for animals under one 
year. 86 votes were cast against this proposition making 
a total of only 96 votes and 49 necessary for control in the 
actual voting.

Theoretically three men could have controlled the con- 
vention as Mr. Arfmann, Mr. Powell, and Mr. Bird lacked 
only 35 votes of having a majority and it would be a great 
wonder if that many scattering votes could not have been 
found in favor of any reasonable proposition they might 
advance. As an actual fact only 6917 votes were cast in the 
only ballot that was taken. This made 3459 the number 
necessary to win the ballot and these three had sufficient 
voting power to do as they pleased. Mr. Bird evidently 
voted against the other two. Mr. Gregory, however, voted 
with them making the total for the three within only 56 
votes of the necessary 3459. The votes of Mr. Bishop, who, 
also voted with them brought the number up to a good

This table shows that in 1918 when three men held 
control, each one of these three had as much power as 
2373 members represented at the meeting or 3579 members 
in the Association. In 1917 each of the two men holding 
the majority of the votes spoke for 2122 votes in the 
meeting and 5037 members of the Association. In 1916 
each of the five men spoke for 542 votes and 1777 mem- 
bers, while in 1915 and 1914 each of the four men spoke 
for 504 and 814 votes and 1931 and 1616 members re- 
spectively. 

Comparing the ratios of 1917 with 1896, the only other 
year in which two men held the majority of the votes, it 
figures out that in 1917 the control was 23 times as con- 
centrated as in 1896, figuring on the number of votes in 
the meetings or 20 times figuring on the number of mem- 
bers. In order to have the voting power as widely scat- 
tered in 1917 as in 1896, it would have required 48 men to 
hold a majority of the votes. Comparing 1918 with 1908, 
just 10 years before, 25 men would have been required. 

Perhaps the fairest method of comparison is to take 
the average for five year periods. Beginning with 1918 
and dividing the time back to the meeting in 1904 into five 
year periods and then adding the ratios of the five years in 
each period and dividing the sums by 5 we get the results 
shown in the table as the average for each period. By 
comparing the ratios thus obtained we find that during 
the period of 1909-13 the control was 1.53 times as con- 
centrated as during the 1903-08 period figuring on the 
basis of the ratio between the number of men holding the 
majority of votes and the total vote, or 1.99 times as 
concentrated based on the ratio between the men holding 
the majority of the votes and the total membership. Like- 
wise it was 5.1 times as concentrated in the 1914-18 per- 
iod as in the 1909-13 period and 7.8 times as in the 1904-08 
period figuring on the first basis, or 4.17 times and 8.32 
times respectively figuring on the second basis. 

Summing up the figures of this table, we find that the 
degree of concentration of power has increased about eight 
times in the last ten years. We also find that the rate has 
increased very rapidly in the last few years. This has been 
possible only through the use of the proxy vote. 

In 1910, as the records show, a very interesting discus- 
sion of the use of proxies took place. The proposition was 
brought up Dr. O. S. Langworthy to limit to 50 the number 
of proxies that might be held and voted by one man. Mr. 
A. A. Hartshorn offered an amendment to change the 
number to 25. The following quotations from the resulting 
discussion are given. 

“It has been said that proxies have never been mis 
used. I well remember being at a meeting of this Associa- 
tion when ‘there was a proposition brought up, and a gentle- 
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another gentleman, ‘How are you going to vote

= it was finally decided that it was against the charter and 
corporate laws to limit the number of proxies in this way 
and a committee was appointed to get the charter changed. 
It seemed to be against the judgment of the majority of 
the committee to attempt a change and nothing was done. 

At the next annual meeting in 1911, Dr. Langworthy 
said: “In the past there has been one man on this floor 
with proxies enough to out vote you all, and such a thing 
may happen again, and in the hands of a man whose de- 
sires you would not perhaps have very much confidence in 
either, in the condition in which he was at that time.” 

These quotations have been taken from the records of 
the past that the reader may know that the opinions ex- 
pressed and the principles in application are the same to- 
day as those in times past. Still further study of the dis- 
cussions of the proxy vote show the following facts based 
on corporate law and explained by Mr. D. D. Aitken and 
Mr. W. A. Matteson, two of the noted lawyers belonging to 
the Association. 

1. A person has the right to hold and vote as many 
proxies as he can get. 

2. A member has the right to give his proxy to whom- 
ever he desires. 

8. The Association has no right to limit the solicitation, 
giving, or receiving of proxies except to prohibit the officers 
from soliciting them. 

With these principles of law established, it is useless 
to discuss the matter of abolishing the proxy vote. 

We have established the following facts: 

1. The control of the Holstein-Friesian Association is 
concentrated. 

2. This control has become more concentrated during 
recent years.

We have the further testimony of. some of the most 
prominent men in the Association including Mr. E. A. 
Powell who was one of the three to control in 1918 and 
also one of the four in 1914, that the use of proxies has 
been misused. This testimony is further strengthened by 
the a. of many of the leading Holstein men of the 
present day.

er than it now is. 

It would seem that these conclusions bring us up against 
cry cg — is a solution however, that will be 

out presently. 

Now I am not going to say that the holding of so much 
power by a few men has at any time resulted in evil to the 
breed. As I said before, I know but little of the politics of 
the Association and one not closer to the inside workings 
can not discuss that question with intelligence. Arguing 
from the great advancement made by the Association, it 
is doubtful if much, if any harm has come about. It may 
have been the best thing for the Association in the past, 
although it is very doubtful if such a condition of affairs 
is the best thing for any organization be it a state, nation, 
or just a breed society like ours. We can hardly say 
yal that such a method of control is the most demo- 
cratic or ideal. 

The key to the situation is in the hands of the state 
and county clubs. A study of Table 3 should point out the 
way by which a more perfect condition of affairs can be 
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brought about. It seems reasonable to suppose that any 
state with 100 or more members of the Association within 
its borders should be able to form a state breeders club 
and keep it in good running order. Table 3 includes all 
states with 100 or more members. The figures are taken 
from the records of the 1918 meeting.

It will be seen that the state of New York with 2776 


members sent 1894 proxies and 24 members to the meet- 
ing making a total representation of 1943 or 70.7 per cent 
of the entire membership. New York State members, 
however, received a large number of proxies from other 
states and controlled a proxy vote of 3600 making a total 
voting strength of 3648 which was more than the voting 
strength of all the other states combined. This was nearly 
twice as many votes as it had members represented in the 
meeting and nearly 900 more than there were members in 
the entire state. 

Wisconsin had a representation of 68.6 per cent of its 
members with a total of 1084 votes. However, when it 
came to actual voting strength, Wisconsin, the state where 
the meeting was held had 303 less votes than it had mem- 
bers represented and a total vote only one-fifth that of 
the state of New York. 

Ohio was not quite as creditable in its representation 
but she got help from other states and shows up better in 
voting strength. 

Pennsylvania shows up better than Ohio in the per cent 
of its members represented at the meeting, but when it 
comes to actual voting strength it had only 186 votes and 
that with 396 proxies given by Pennsylvania members. 
With a membership in the national association of a little 
over 25 per cent of the membership of New York, Pennsyl- 
vania had a voting strength in the convention of less than 
5 per cent that of New York. Standing fourth among the 
states in point of membership and fifth in number of 
proxies given by its members, it stood ninth in voting 
power. 

Vermont and Washington are in a class by themselves. 
All but 12 of the members from Vermont were represent- 
ed either in person or by proxy while all but 26 of those 
from Washington were likewise represented. The splendid 
showing in voting strength is due largely to the leadership 
of the New England Holstein breeders being located quite 
largely in Vermont and that of the Northwestern Holstein 
breeders being located largely in Washington. That it is 
not entirely due to this is proved by their high percentage 
of representation. 

The rest of the list can be easily studied out and at- 
tention will be called only to California and Maine with no 
members at the meeting, Kansas with only seven members 
and no proxies to back them up, and Indiana with three 
members at the meeting and only six proxies to back them 


up. 

The tables together with the facts of the meeting show 
the following facts to be true: 

1. Members from states with strong state and local 
organizations have the most to say about how the Associa- 
tion shall be run. 

2. The men in control of the proxy vote of two or three 
of the best organized states control the meetings and the 
policies of the Association. 

3. The control of the proxy vote seems to be centered 
more and more in the hands of those who control the vote 
of certain states.

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Dairy Farms in France 


HE immediate need for more 
dairy farms in France is be- 
ing met by the American Red 
Cross. The French government 
has agreed to loan 1000 cows for a model] experimental 
dairy plant to be established by them at the largest 
American army hospital in France. 

It is a well known nutritional fact that the growth 
stimulating properties contained in milk are also essential 
in the adult diet though not to the same extent as is the 
case with children. Army doctors have agreed that fresh 
milk is absolutely vital to the convalescent soldiers. 

The milk needs of the children of the war-ridden coun- 
tries has been one of the 
prime concerns of the Child 
Welfare Bureau of the 
American Red Cross. All 
the creches and disnensaries 
conducted by them have 
tried to keep a sufficient 
supply on hand. 

In France, both the price 
and sale of milk is regulated 
by law. In order that there 
should be a sufficient supply 
for the babies, there is a 
regulation in Paris that no 
milk may be sold or served 
to the public after nine 
o’clock A. M. This ruling, 
however, has not been appli- 
cable to the sale of con- 
densed milk which comes al- 
most entirely from America. 

Thousands and_ thou- 
sands of cans of condensed 
milk have been sent to Eu- 
rope since war began and 
many, doubtless, are the 
lives that have been saved 
through this medium alone. When Compiegne was evacu- 
ated, eight camions took from Paris 14,000 pounds of con- 
densed milk. ; 

This, however, does not take the place of fresh milk ijt 
the hospital dietary. It is because of this that five thousand 
dollars has been set aside by the American Red Cross to 
experiment in the establishment of a dairy at one ‘of the 
base hospitals ih France. If this proves the success that is 
anticipated, the Red Cross stands ready to start similar 
plants at other base hospitals. These will each be under the 
general supervision of one of the leading American dairy 
specialists. 

Dairy experts now in the foreign Red Cross service in- 
sist that this one dairy can be made to produce enough 
milk to supply 20,000 injured fighters daily. The Rest Sta- 
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With milk scarce and expensive it will be necessary for 
French mothers to know just how to use it to best advantage. 
The need for general information on the subject was so urgent 
the American Red Cross sent specially trained dietarians to 
those places where lectures might serve to advantage. The 
above picture shows Miss Gerberdine of the American Red 
Cross taiking with mothers at the Welfare exhibition at St.

Thousands of mothers here in America today are sacri. 
ficing and saving that they may add their names to the 
Christmas Roll Call of the American Red Cross and thus 
help in some small way to provide for the needs of the sol- 
dier boys at the front. 

At Courbat, where the 
American Red Cross is do- 
ing reconstruction work 
among the mutiles, a well 
equipped dairy has been es- 
tablished. For it has been 
found that along with the 
vegetable gardens, one of 
the very best means of has- 
tening the recovery of these 
men suffering from shell 
shock, is in this creational 
work. 

Since these dairy farms 
will be worked almost en- 
‘irely by the convalescent 
soldiers and those made un- 
fit for active service, the ex- 
pense of maintenance will 
be very little as compared 
to the enormous saving of 
human life. 

This service of relief and 
reconstruction is being car- 
ried on not by any one sec- 
tion of this big country of 
ours but by every remote corner of the land. Every Amer- 
ican, no matter where he may be, is invited to join the 
Red Cross during the Christmas Roil Call week and thus 
prove to the fighters abroad that all America stands be- 
hind them.

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When Doctors Disagree 


T must not be inferred from a report upon the annual 

meeting of the U. S. Sanitary Livestock Association, ap- 

pearing this week, that the terrible ravages of conta- 
gious abortion are never going to be successfully com- 
batted. Despite the fact that the meeting showed very 
clearly that little of value has been accomplished the im- 
pression gained ground among those who represented the 
breeders at the meeting that despite the fact that “doctors 
disagree,” common sense is coming to the rescue and dairy 
and breeding hygiene can and will do much to limit the 
ravages of contagious abortion and its attendant diseases. 

Little does the breeder care what the doctors call it if 
they can only tell him how to stop it and prevent the huge 
monetary losses that loom big before him to the conse- 
quent detriment of the dairy industry’s proper growth. 

It does not matter to the breeder whose earnings are 
involved whether the veterinarian addresses him out of 
his professional frame of mind or out of a practical desire 
to see the losses to breeding operations stopped. What 
does it matter whether the sanitarian has every last bit of 
professional doubt chased away or not if he can tell the 
breeder something that will cut down his losses from 
abortion? 

Let us have education such as Mr. Glover, Dr. Fitch and 
Dr. Way suggest. The much down-trodden report advocates 
that and if the sanitarian and veterinarian is in earnest 
in his desire to help he can spread some gospel of better 
dairy and breeding hygiene that will help the breeder com- 
bat what is undoubtedly the greatest menace of the century 
as the report so correctly states. 

The Holstein breeder as a rule has learned methods of 
control and prevention that are enabling him to meet the 
onslaught of the disease. But the ordinary dairyman and 
stock raiser who does not have access to every bit of 
information that may be gained on the subject of sanitation 
or if he has, cannot afford to avail himself of that informa- 
tion or even in rare cases refuses to do so under the mis- 
taken impression that it is all “poppycock,” needs educa- 
tion. He needs showing, such a man does. He needs to 
know that it is not always the amount of money spent that 
produces sanitary conditions but the way it is spent. He 
needs to know that a little time spent in following the 
known rules of sanitation and cleanliness is time well 
spent and that he as an individual breeder and a coopera- 
tive force in the community’s breeding efforts has a duty 
to perform that means money in his own pockets. If edu- 
cation of that kind can be placed before the rank and file of 
the country’s breeders, and we believe it can, then the 
U. S. Sanitary Livestock Association can do no more useful 
work than to gather the material and set the machinery 
for its dissemination in motion. 


Controlling the Annual Meetings 


N analysis of the records shows a growing concen- 
A tration in the control of the annual meetings of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. The 
complete data on this subject, covering the annual 
meetings since the early days of the Association, appearing 
for the first time in this issue of the World, makes inter-

This 
suggestion is very pertinent, and would cover the situa- 
tion very satisfactorily, but for one objection. It would not 
work completely. For some reason the rank and file of 
breeders, “the little breeders on the hillside,” if you will 
are apathetic. They are interested, in a way, in the activi. 
ties of the Association, but unless they are specially urged 
they are quite likely to take no active part in the manage. 
ment of its affairs, even to the extent of sending their 
proxy. Here is where the weakness lies—some of the 
breeders’ clubs would get the proxies from the members in 
their territory, and others would fail to go after them, with 
the result that any outside individual who might feel the 
“urge” could make the effort, and round up the votes—and 
as a result we would have the same condition we are now 
facing. é 

To our mind there is just one sovereign remedy for the 
malady which Mr. Jones has diagnosed so painstakingly— 
and that is to remove the stimulus for proxy-solicitation 
by taking the salaried offices from the realm of politics, 
Give to the Board of Directors the authority to hire the paid 
officials; give to the Board of Directors not only control 
of the policies of the Association, with which they are al- 
ready vested in the period between annual meetings, but 
control also of the employees through whom these policies 
are applied and operated; and you not only make the organ- 
ization more efficient, as any one posted on corporate man- 
agement will tell you, but at the same time you do away 
with the mad scramble for proxies which is at the root of 
the concentrated control of the Annual Conventions of 
our Association. Take the salaried offices out of politics 
and you have solved the whole problem.

The Readjustment 


Editor’s Note—In a recent issue of the World was presented 
an article by President Aitken on ‘‘The Reconstruction Period.” 
Superintendent Gardner here outlines some of the ideas that 
appeal to him as important for consideration in the readjust- 
ment following war conditions. The big thing now facing the 
industry is how best to meet these new problems; how best 
to take advantage of the opportunities that will be unfolded. 

The World extends a cordial invitation to all who may have 
constructive ideas along these lines, to express them through the 
World for the benefit of the Holstein public. 


HE most terrible war this world of ours has ever 
[ known has come to a close; now how are we as 
Holstein breeders to best adapt ourselves and our 
business to the changes that peace will bring? “As a mar 
thinketh, so is he;” and the first thing to do is to adjust 
our minds to the changed conditions. When we have done 
that it will be vastly easier to meet the problems that 
the new era will present for our solution. In Europe 
there must be reconstruction, and in this country read- 
justment; for the world will never again be the same that 
it was. A world war is a world mixing pot; and nothing 
that goes in comes out without change. 

The success of our business depends upon the prosperity 
of the dairy industry; and we are ourselves dairymen as 
well as breeders of dairy cattle. So we should be leaders 
in all that will help to put the dairy business on a firm ba- 
sis. This will be accomplished when it is freely admitted 
that dairy products must sell at fair cost plus a reasonable 
profit, and when producers know what is fair cost and go 
out of business when they can not get it. The problems 
up to the dairy farmer are ecomonical production, economi- 
cal distribution of products, and the inducing of the con- 
sumer to pay a fair price. These problems existed before 
the war, and they will exist till solved; it is the present 
situation which makes them the more pressing. 

The main factor in economical production is the use of 
real dairy cattle for dairy purposes; and it is to the supply- 
ing of such real dairy cattle that our breeders must look, 
in the future as in the past, for their chief outlet. There 
will no doubt be a demand from Europe for dairy cattle for 
restocking purposes; and we have the best in the world 
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which to draw. Whatever proportions this demand 

s it will be welcome, though we should not bank 
pring upon it. But it will be some years before Eu- 
. tea become self-supporting as to dairy products; 
and whether or not she takes our cattle she must have 
condensed milk, cheese, butter and meat. Indirect gain 
js just as advantageous as direct gain; and any conditions 
that stimulate the dairy industry must also stimulate the 
demand for pure bred dairy cattle. 
Also, no country has ever been offered the opportunity 
for expansion of its foreign trade that is now offered to 
our country. Our industries have suffered least from the 
war; and in the readjustment we have an advantage of 
which our manufacturers must make the most. With the 
demobilization of the army, we shall have more workers 
than ever before to supply goods for the domestic and 
foreign trade; and all these workers will need dairy 
products as a part of their food supply, and will be able to 
pay a fair price for what they want. If this season’s grain 
crops in Argentina and Australia, soon to be harvested, 
show an average production, our next summer’s crops will 
do away with the world’s deficiency in grain; but it will 
take much longer to meet the deficiency in dairy pro- 
ducts. Any way that we may look at it the prospect is 
bright. 

No dairy breed produces a smaller number of undesir- 
able animals than does the Holstein-Friesian, yet we have 
them; and now is the time for the close culling of our 
pure bred herds, while the culls will bring twice as much 
for beef as in normal times. In season and out of season 
I have advocated close culling; for with the high prices 
for feed and labor it is an economic waste all around to 
keep an unprofitable cow. We keep cows for milk; the calf 
is a by-product. No cow not returning a good profit on 
milk produced should be retained as a by-product producer. 
We may be, sure that for the next few years the number 
of cows and heifer calves slaughicred in Europe for meat 
will be less than normal, and that the shortage will be 
made up by meat importations. We shall get our share of 
the trade, and it will have its effect on the market price 
to be obtained for cull stock. Then if you have not done 
so already clean up now; you will never have another op- 
portunity like the present. 

There is this one fly in the ointment, that high prices 
for butter foster the use of substitutes. It is the misfortune 
of the dairy industry that the basis for oleomargarine, the 
chief substitute for butter, is a by-product of the packing 
house, and that the packers’ combine enables that industry 
to act in all legislative matters as a unit. The only way to 
offset its influence is for all interested in dairy husbandry 
to act together through organizations. Besides legislation 
forcing butter substitutes to sail under their own colors, 
there is the market milk question, the contagious diseases 
of cattle question, the commercial feed question, and oth- 
ers; all of which need watching. Holstein breeders can only 
make their influence felt through district associations, state 
associations, and the National Association, all working to- 
gether for the common good. Come in and help; you will 
thereby help the breed, and at the same time and to a far 
greater extent help yourself.

The Dairy Council and Its Plan 


At the annual meeting of the National Dairy Council 
held last week in Chicago, the reorganization committee 
appointed last summer by D. D. Aitken and headed by 
M. D. Munn, offered a comprehensive report, which being 
adopted, will result in a rejuvination of the council. The 
report of Mr. Munn’s committee is perhaps best summar- 
ized in the following paragraph: 

That the National Dairy Council be reorganized by 
bringing into it representation and support of producers, 
distributors and manufacturers of all dairy products, as 
Well as representation from all of the allied branches of 
the industry, such as manufacturers of machinery, equip- 
ment and dairy feeds. We should begin as near as possible 
With the owners of dairy cows, upon which this industry 
rests; they are the ones that should be and are most 
directly interested in creating the market in which the pro- 
duct of those cows is sold. This can be best accomplished, 
in the opinion of the committee, by the organization of 
State Dairy Councils as State units on which, so far as 
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production is concerned, the National organization shoul4é 
rest and through which it should work. These State Dairy 
Councils can be brought directly into the National organi- 
zation by representation on its Board of Directors, thus 
bringing the National organization into direct connection 
with the local state industries and producers, as well as to 
give them voice in the National organization. All of the 
National organizations representing any branch of the 
industry should also be brought into this central body. 
When this is accomplished, and we believe it can be, the 
industry will be organized for efficient development and 
promotion work. 

The plan of working through state dairy councils, 
meets with immediat2 favor and there are plenty of rea- 
sons for its adoption. State dairy councils in Minnesota 
and Iowa have developed the idea into a working organiza- 
tion and the results in these states warrants its adoption 
in other sections and at the same time points out the 
necessity of a National Dairy Council to co-ordinate and 
nationalize the efforts of the various state councils. 

The problem of immediate interest is the development 
of state dairy councils and the immediate work therefore 
which lies ahead of the cnly reorganization National dairy 
council is that of promoting state councils in the states 
not yet organized that shall be similar in operation to 
those of such states as Minnesota and Iowa. This work 
will be undertaken at once and funds for such organiza- 
tion purposes are immediately available. 


QUENTIN McADAM 


LTHOUGH his biggest financial interests were in 
other lines of industry, Quentin McAdam liked to 
consider himself a breeder of Holstein cattle, and 
looked forward to the time when he could be released from 
active service in his other lines of work and devote his 
entire time to building up the Holstein herd at Brothertown 
Farms. On December 8 Mr. McAdam died suddenly at his 











home in Utica, with his dream of a life of comparative 
leisure during his declining years at Brothertown Farms, 
unfilled. 

He was sixty-seven years old, and had been constantly in 
the harness. Forced to leave school at an early age to make 
his own way, his rise in business circles has been steady. 
At the time of his death he was Treasurer and General 
Manager of eight knitting mills, and founder of the Utica 
Knitting Company, the chief producer of knit goods in the 
world. He was treasurer of the National Knitting Goods 
Association, and former President of the Knit Goods 
Manufacturers’ Association of New York State. 

As a breeder, his greatest achievement has been the 
bringing out of the Sadie Vale Concordia family. This great 
cow developed at Brothertown Farms, was the first cow 
of the breed to make a 30-lb. official record. Her daughter, 
Sadie Vale Concordia 4th, is today the only 40-lb. cow 
having a son that has produced a 40-lb. daughter. Both 
of these 40-lb. cows were bred and developed at Brother- 
town Farms and no other breeding establishment has ever 
bred and developed so large a number of 40-lb. producers. 

Mr. McAdam is survived only by his widow.

An exceptionally well bred ycung 
bull has recently been purchased by 
Gus Knick, Hillsboro, Wis. This young- 
ster was bred by Harry Keach, Glen 
Beulah, Wis., and boasts a dam with 
a record of 1033 lbs. butter, and a 
grandam with 1225 lbs. in semi-yearly 
test.

Meeting of U.S. Livestock Sanitary Association 


HE United States Livestock Sanitary Association does 
not consider itself sufficiently conversant with the 
disease known as Contagious Abortion to recommend 
the adoption of any particular method of prevention nor 
cure nor does it believe that progress has yet been made 
to the point where it can recommend regulation and quar- 
antine. This developed in the 22d annual meeting of the 
Association at Chicago this week when the body turned 
back the report of the Committee on Infectious Abortion for 
further consideration. This report recommended quaran- 
tine measures and regulatcry enactments by the states that 
would prchibit the sale of stock from herds known to be 
infected with the disease. 

The discussion which followed the submission of this 
report brought out rather cutstanding differences of opinion 
among sanitarians as to the status of the disease and the 
knowledge that the veterinary profession has available for 
use in combatting it. The report itself made no attempt to 
define the diseace nor did it recommend any particular 
measures of prevention or cure. 

This repcrt and the discussion which followed it to- 
gether with a thorough discussion of the Bovine tubercu- 
losis situation and a report of the Association’s special 
committee on Accredited herds furnished the chief features 
of interest to dairymen at the meeting. 

Dr. Ward Giltner of Michigan submitted the report for 
the committee which consisted of Dr. Giltner, Dr. G. M. 
Potter of Kansas, Dr. E. S. Bayard of Pennsylvania, Dr. E. 
C. Schroeder of Maryland and Dr. T. H. Ferguson of 
Wisconsin. In brief the report, admitting that abortion is 


the greatest menace of the century to the livestock in-. 


dustry, and believing that physical and laboratory meth- 
od3 of diagnosis have progressed to the point where the 
disease may be detected with sufficient accuracy, recom- 
mended that the Association proceed at once to secure the 
enactment of rezulatory and quarantine measures in every 
state against the disease. The report even contended that 
the disease come3 within the sanitary laws as they now 
exist against communicable and infectious diseases and 
that regulatory measures to control herds known to be 
infected with contagious abortion should be adopted at 
once. The only specifié recommendation looking toward 
a more general spread of what information is now available 
regarding the disease was the rather general recommenda- 
tion that a campaign of education be commenced at once. 
Just what means were to be used to educate breeders re- 
garding the diseases was not made clear and the discus- 
sion which followed would indicate that the veterinary 
profession is not yet ready to undertake that campaign of 
education. 

Dr. Giltner announced however that a committee from 
the American Veterinary Medical Association consisting of 
himself, Dr. Adolph Eichhorn of New York, Dr. W. L. 
Williams of New York, Dr. Schroeder, and Dr. C. P. Fitch 
of Minnesota had been appointed to study the problem. 

Dr. Williams, whose work on the problem of Contagious 
Abortion has brought him great prominence throughout 
the livestock world in connection with all discussions of 
this disease furnished much of the opposition to the Gilt- 
ner report. He began by pointing out that the report had 
not defined the term abortion. Dr. Williams pointed out 
that what the breeder commonly calls abortion namely the 
death and expulsion of a dead foetus is not a disease but 
the consequences of disease. He referred to other manifes- 
tations of the presence of abortion such as white scours, 
retained afterbirth and sterility as coming within the 
broader application of the term and he laid particular 
emphasis upon the latter as one of the most important and 
a cause of great loss to the industry. 

The so-called “Abortion cures” came in for particular 
attention at Dr. Williams’ hands, he taking particular ex- 
ception to the quoting of what he called obscure foreign 
authorities in support of the claims of some of the ma*ers 
of these remedies. Dr. Williams thought that since the 
source of these claims is not available to the average 
breeder for verification and since the reports were subject 
to more than one interpretation, the use of such figures 
in advertising was misleading. He classes the commit- 
tee’s report in the same category and stated that through 
an attempt to force regulation upon breeders the commit- 
tee was abetting the manufacturers of such remedies. He 





believed that regulations would drive breeders to use the 
ee whether or not they had been proven to be of 

A. J. Glover of Wisconsin brought out what 
many to be the real basis for sound procedure in this ot 
ter in a statement regarding the need of education. In 
fact this need of education was rather plainly emphasized 
and it was also patent to the laymen present that a little 
more education even among sanitarians is essential, Mr 
Glover brought out the fact that money is available fo; 
plenty of research work which would precede a campaign 
of education but that unity among the educational factors 
must be reached before such a campaign could be effective 
Mr. Glover recommended the outlining of as sensible a 
treatment as present information would permit, the elmin. 
ation of differences of opinion and the placing of such re- 
sults before breeders for their use. He correctly deduced 
that breeders would welcome such procedure on the part 
of sanitarians. 

Representatives of concerns manufacturing two abor- 
tion remedies replied to Dr. Williams during the discussion 
and the fact was brought out that two interpretations might 
easily be put upon reports of foreign authorities as to re. 
sults obtained from the use of various remedies. 

Dr. C. P. Fitch of Minnesota was against the adoption of 
the report of the committee because the report madenoade. 
quate definition of the disease, he contending that it was 
necessary to know move accurately what the disease em- 
braced before procedure against it. He also denied Dr. 
Giltner’s contention that the present physical and labora- 
tory methods were sufficiently accurate to show conclusive 
evidence of the presence of the disease. He cited cases 
to prove this so. Dr. H. P. Hoskins of Michigan doubted 
whether the use of live tultures as a vaccine in the treat- 
ment of the disease was advisable and Dr. Schroeder 
brought forward the results of experiments in Modesta to 
prove that the point was well taken. This opinion was 
clouded by references made by another speaker to the use 
of living virus in treatment of anthrax and hog cholera 
but Dr. Schroeder’s observations were supported by Dr. 
Williams. 

Dr. Cassius Way of New York sounded the keynote of 
proper procedure in the effort to combat this disease when 
he advocated the practice of dairy and breeding hygiene. He 
cited work done in New York with 1200 head of cattle in the 
way of elimination of the disease. He advocated an 
educational campaign to teach dairy hygiene and deemed it 
unfortunate for an impression to get out that the veterin- 
arians and sanitarians have no way of combatting the di- 
sease. 

A member of the committee speaking in favor of its 
adoption stated that the recommendation for a quarantine 
was intended for application only to the worst infected 
herds. The use of blood tests he opined should be confined 
only to entire herds and not to individuals. The speaker 
referred to the use of living virus as a preventative meas- 
ure but stated that in his opinion its use while practical 
in England was not to be favored in the United States. 
The reasons given were that the size of the country and 
the impossibility of control prevented its proper regulation 
here. 

The report upon motion was referred back to the com- 
mittee for further consideration. It must not be inferred 
that nothing is being accomplished in the fight against 
abortion for through the whole discussion ran a vein of 
sentiment for educational measures that will crystallize, it 
is to be hoped soon, in some sort of uniform recommenda- 
tion that may be put out by way of education to the 
breeder. Dr. Way and Dr. Fitch and Mr. Glover all voiced 
the viewpoint of the breeder in pleas for more light on this 
all-important subject.. Others had it in mind but the first 
step necessary seems to be a general getting together and 
the subordination of personal differences of opinion to the 
necessity of action. 

As the discussion of Contagious Abortion occupied the 
principal part of the Association’s deliberations on Tuesday 
afternoon, the tuberculosis question was the main topit 
of discussion on the opening day, Monday. An entire after- 
noon was given over to the topic. The Special committee 
on Accredited herds offered a report which by its adoption

MISSION ACTS scans 


The rules and regulat 
to the handling ar! cae a moe 
stuffs which were adopted by the New 
York State Food Commission in ie 
gust, created nation-wide attention poe 
stirred up a vigorous oppositi 
throughout the country. Senator Gore 
had th - 

ese regulations in substance 
added to the Agricultural Appropria- 
tion Bill in the form of an amendment 
and the bill passed the Senate. Thig 
attracted the attention of the manu. 
facturers of feed and feeding stuffs: in 
the different states in the Union to 
the rules and regulations and they 
wired President Mitchell of the State 
Food Commission, asking for a hear. 
ing. The first hearing was held in 
Syracuse in September and strong 
opposition was made to the rules on 
the part of the representatives of the 
manufacturers of _ feeds, especially 
from other states. The last and final 
hearing was held in Syracuse on No. 
vember 13th and much of the opposi- 
tion, especially on the part of the man. 
ufacturers in New York State was 
withdrawn. 

At the last meeting of the State 
Food Commission the rules and 
regulations, with some amendments, 
were re-adopted by a unanimous vote 
of the Commission, President Mitchell, 
Commissioner Wieting and Commis- 
sioner Mann being present. The rules 
were also unanimously endorsed by 
the Farms and Markets Council. 

Copies of the rules and regulations 
are now being mailed from the Albany 
office of the Secretary for official pub- 
lication, and the rules will go into ef- 
fect on January 15, 1919. These rules 
are designed to protect purchasers of 
feeds, dairymen and farmers generally 
from “unfair practices and unreason- 
able and excessive prices.” 

Under the proposed regulations no 
feeds or feeding stuffs can be sold in 
New York State which contain any 
one of a long list of material of low 
and inferior feeding value unless the 
package containing such feed istagged 
or labeled so that both the name and 
amount of the inferior material used 
therein is stated in plain and readable 
type. If the feed falls below a certain 
standard of value (less than 9 per cent 
protein and more than 10 per cent of 
crude fibre) the tag must be yellow in 
color, printed in red ink. This yellow 
tag is for the purpose of giving the 
purchaser special notice that the 
package contains inferior feeding ma-

Dr. John G. Wills, Chief Veterinar- 


ian of New York gave a summary of 
the results of retests conducted upon 
reacting cattle which tended to show 
both the limitations of tuberculin test 
and its general scope as a diagnostic 
agent. While it must be admitted if 
Dr. Wills’ researches are to be given 
consideration that the test has rath- 
er more limitations than were com- 
monly credited to it in former years, 
it is nevertheless also true that the 
test is a ffiirly reliable diagnostic 


agent. Dr. Wills has promised to give: 


the World a resume of his findings for 
early publication and his paper will 
doubtless be looked forward to with 
considerable interest by all Holstein 
men.The conclusions to be drawn from 
Dr. Wills’ observations are. that an 
animal once a reactor is always a pos- 
sible source of danger. The original 
test must be reliable and fairly con- 
ducted and’ the limitations to which 
every test is subject must be taken in- 
to consideration but the majority of 
cases prove that if the animal does 
once react it has the disease. 

The Association in its closing ses- 
sion on Wednesday morning adopted 
resolutions favoring regulation of in- 
terstate shipments of tuberculin. It 
also voted to ask for more pay for 
veterinarians in the employ of the 
Federal government. Resolutions upon 
the death of Dr. A. D. Melvin were 
adopted by rising vote and the Asso- 
ciation adjourned after electing Dr. 
G. W. Dunphy of Michigan as presi- 
dent.

And the picture too—the swellheaded, magnificent Captain who thought he was going to ride 
right over the big stone in his path, thereby breaking the knee of his favorite charger. (Reminds us i 
of the late, lamented Kaiser Bill, don’t it?)

TATEMENT BY MR. 

A S'ONCERNING THE FOOD 
SITUATION 


a e war effectually over we 
ig 8 economic era and its im- 
en diate effect on prices is difficult to 
miticipate. The maintenance of the 
embargo will prevent depletion of our 
socks by hungry Europe to any point 
pelow our necessities and anyone who 
contemplates speculation in food 
against the needs of these people can 
well be warned of the prompt action 
of the government. The prices of 
some food commodities may increase, 
put others will decrease, because with 
liberated shipping accumulated stocks 
in the Southern hemisphere and the 
Far East will be available. The de- 
mands upon the United States will 
change in character but not in volume. 
The course of food prices in the 
United States during the last fifteen 
months is of interest. In general, for 
the first twelve months of the Food 
Administration the prices to the farm- 
er increased, but decreased to the con- 
sumer by the elimination of profiteer- 
ing and speculation. Due to increases 
in wages, transportation, etc., the 
prices have been increasing during 
the last four months. 

The currents which affect food 
prices in the United States are much 
less controlled than in the other coun- 
tries at war. The powers of the Food 
Administration in these matters ex- 
tend: 

First, to the control of profits by 
manufacturers, wholesalers and deal- 
ers, and the control of speculation in 
foodstuffs. They do not extend to the 
control of the great majority of retail- 
ers, to public eating places, or the 
farmer, except so far as this can be 
accomplished on a voluntary basis. 

Second, the controlled buying for 
the Allied civil populations and arm- 
ies, the neutrals and the American 
army and navy, dominates the market 
in certain commodities at all times, 
and in other commodities part of the 
time. In these cases it is possible to 
effect, in cooperation with producers 
and manufacturers, a certain amount 
of stability in price. I have never fa- 
vored attempts to fix maximum prices 
by law; the universal history of these 
devices in Europe has been that they 
worked against the true interests of 
both producer and consumer. 

The course of prices during the first 
year of the Food Adm{énistration— 
that is, practically the period ending 
Siy 1, 1918, is clearly shown by the 
price indexes of the Department of 
Agriculture and the Department of 
Labor. Taking 1913 prices as the 
basis, the average prices of farm pro- 
duce for the three months ending 
July 1, 1917, were, according to the De- 
partment of Agriculture’s price index 
115 per cent more than the average of 
1913 prices, and according to the De- 
partment of Labor index, it was 91 per 
cent over 1913 prices. The two de- 
partments use somewhat different 
see of calculation. The average. of

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THE MEANING OF A. R. O. 


A California correspondent writes 
for information concerning the mean- 
ing of the term A. R. O. : 

The abbreviation A. R. O. stands for 
Advanced Registry Official, and desig- 
nates cows who have made official rec- 
ords for butter production that exceed 
the minimum requirements for entry in 
the Advanced: Registry of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed. These official 
records are very carefully authenticat- 
ed by representatives of the Agricul- 
tural Colleges in each State where 
the tests are conducted, these repre- 
sentatives being present to weigh 
each milking and test it for butter fat 
content. These figures are forwarded 
to the Superintendent of the Advanced 
Registry, whose office is located at De- 
levan, Wis., and if all the rules for 
the conduct of such tests have been 
faithfully complied with, the records 
are accepted, and the animals making 
them are admitted to the Advanced 
Registry, being entitled to the use of 
the term A. R. O. 





A PAYING INVESTMENT 

That the instalment of individual 
drinking buckets in dairy barns is a 
profitable investment, is shown by a 
report recently sent out by one of the 
leading manufacturers of this barn 
equipment. This information is based 
on 120 replies received to a question- 
naire sent out by this concern to users 
of this particular kind of equipment: 
The average size of the herd reported 
was 24 cows, and the questions cov- 
ered information as to increase in 
running production, saving in labor, 
cost of operation, etc. The replies 
indicated that drinking cups on the 
average saved at least three minutes 
per cow per day, or ten hours of labor 
time per cow during a 200-day sea- 
son. The average increase in milk pro- 
duction may conservatively be placed 
at two pounds per cow, which would 
amount to around four hundred pounds 


during the winter season. The total . 


increase in profits from all sources was 
shown to be about $15 per cow per win- 
ter through the use of drinking cups, 
which is about 300 per cent profit on 
the original cost. All together these 
facts provide a most conclusive state- 
ment of the case.

The cow-testing associations are doing 
great work in this respect and if some 
quick and sure follow-up system could 
be evolved by which all the various 
breeders could dispose of their sur- 
plus bull calves at cost, both parties 
would benefit by the idea. Ordinary 
farmers, who do not even desire to 
fnd out about the merits of blooded 
cattle at long prices, adopt this atti- 
tude right on the start because the 
average prices asked for pure breds 
are beyond their purse and they aren’t 
keen dairymen enough to realize the 
difference. 

If all the associations interested in 
live stock could get together and insti- 
tute a country-wide boycott of the 
scrub bull, results might be far reach- 
ing. Breeders would have to be willing 
to co-operate by selling ordinary reg- 
istered calves at birth for an aver- 
age of $5 to $10. A practical proposi- 
tion on this order is now being worked 
out, but the educational boycotting of 
the scrub herd sire is very necessary 
if the substitution of blooded males is 
to generally take place.

culture calculations and 23 per 
cent 
upon the Department of Labor basis 

An examination of wholesale prices 
—that is, of prepared foods, shows a 
different story: 

The Department of Agriculture does 
not maintain an index of wholesale 
prices, but the Department of Labor 
does, and this index shows a decrease 
in wholesale prices from 87 per cent 
over 1913 basis to 79 per cent over the 
1913 basis for the three months ending 
July 1, 1917, and July 1, 1918, respec. 
tively. The Food Administration price 
index of wholesale prices calculated 
upon still another basis shows a de. 
crease of from 84 per cent to 80 per 
cent between these periods, one year 
apart. 

Thus all indexes show an increase 
in farmers’ prices and a decrease in 
wholesale prices of food during the 
year ending July 1, 1918. In other 
words, a great reduction took place 
in middlemen’s charges, amounting to 
between 15 per cent and 30 per cent 
depending upon the basis of calcula- 
tion adopted. These decreases have 
come out of the elimination of specu- 
lation and profiteering. 

The course of retail prices corrobate 
those results also. Since October, 
1917, the Food Administration has had 
the services of 2,500 weekly, volun- 
tary retail price reporters throughout 
the United States. These combined 
reports show that the combined prices 
per unit of 24 most important food- 
stuffs were $6.62 in October, 1917. The 
same quantities and commodities 
could be bought for $6.55 average for 
the spring quarter, 1918—that is, a 
small drop had taken place. During 
this same period of quarters ending 
July 1, 1917 to July 1, 1918, the prices 
of clothing rose from 74 per cent to 
136 per cent over 1913, or a rise of 
about 62 per cent according to the De 
partment of Labor indexes. 

Since the spring quarter, ending 
July 1, 1918, there has been a rise in 
prices—the Department of Agriculture 
index for September showing that 
farm price averages were 138 per cent 
over the 1913 basis, and the Depart- 
ment of Labor index showing 136 per 
cent., or a rise from the average of 
the spring quarter this year of 11 per 
cent and 22 per cent respectively to 
the farmer. The wholesale price in- 
dex of the Department of Labor shows 
a rise from 79 per cent average of the 
spring quarter, 1918, to.99 per cent for 
September, or a rise or 20 per cent. 
The Food Administration wholesale 
index shows an increase from 80 per 
cent to 100 per cent, or 20 per cent for 
the same period. t 

In October, 1918, the Food Adminis- 
tration retail price reports show that 
the retail cost of the same quantity of 
the 24 principal foodstuffs was $7.58 
against an average of $6.55 for the 
spring quarter 1918 or a rise of about 
18 per cent. t 

It is obvious enough that prices 
have risen during the last three 
months both to the farmer and to the 
wholesaler and retailer. On the other 
hand, these rising prices have only 
kept pace with the farmers prices. 

Since the first of July this year, 
many economic forces have caused 
situation adverse to the consumer. 
There has been a steady increase in

The rents of the coun- 
try are increasing and therefore costs 
of manufacturing, distribution and 
transportation are steadily increasing 
and should inevitably affect prices. 
The public should distinguish between 
, rise in prices and profiteering, for 
gith increasing prices to the farmer— 
yho is himself paying higher wages 
and cost—and with higher wages and 
transport prices simply must rise. An 
example of what this may come to can 
be shown in the matter of flour. The 
increased cost of transportation from 
the wheat producing regions to New 
York City amounts to about forty 
cents per barrel. The increased cost 
of cotton bags during the last fourteen 
months amounts to thirty cents per 
barrel of flour. The increase in whole- 
salers’ costs of drayage, rents, etc., 
amounts to ten cents or a total of 80 
cents without including the increased 
costs of the miller or retailer. 

Such changes do not come under 
the eategory of profiteering. They are 
the necessary changes involved by the 
economic differences in the situation. 
We cannot “have our cake and eat it.” 
In other words, we cannot raise wages, 
railway rates, expand our credits and 
currency, and hope to maintain the 
same level of prices of foods. All that 
the Food Administration can do is to 
see as far as is humanly possible that 
these alterations take place without 
speculation or profiteering and that 
such readjustments are conducted in 
an orderly manner. Even though it 
were in the power of the Food Admin- 
istration to repress prices. the effect 
of maintaining the same price level in 
the face of such increases in costs of 
manufacture, transportation and dis- 
tribution, would be to ultimately cur- 
tall production itself. We are in a 
period of inflation and we cannot avoid 
the results. 

We have had a large measure of vol- 
itary cooperation both from produc- 
es, manufacturers and wholesalers, in 
suppression of profiteering and specu- 
lation. There are cases that have re- 
quired stern measures and some mil- 
lions of dollars have been refunded in 
one way or another to the public. The 
tumber of firms penalized is propor- 
tionately not large to the total firms 
engaged. 

In the matter of voluntary control 
otretailers we have had more difficul-

Supervisors will be sent to take care 
of all monthly supervisions of cows of 
any breed on yearly test as nearly 
within the calendar month as possible 

On and after December 15th, 1918 
no thirty day records will be supervis. 
ed unless on that date they have been 
running for twenty days or more. 

On and after December 15th, no gy. 
pervisor will be allowed to remain 
more than ten days in one place if 
there are other breeders waiting for 
supervisors at that time. 

Supervisors who shall have been 
twenty days at one place on December 
15th will be subject to transfer with. 
out notice. 

When a supervisor is transferred at 
the end of the ten day limit, the own 
er may file a new application for a su- 
pervisor for any particular date or for 
the first supervisor free in his turn. 

In order to serve the largest number 
of breeders and to get the best results 
it is strongly urged that breeders do 
not begin their tests until the cows 
have been fresh at least fourteen days. 

Available men are being sought for 
and put to work as fast as possible 
and it is hoped that it will not be nec- 
essary to keep these regulations in 
force more than a few months at the
